U.N. begins largest peacekeeping mission 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — The United Nations officially embarked on 
its largest peacekeeping operation Sunday, hoping to end two decades of war 
that killed countless Cambodians and devastated their country. 


Arriving to formally establish the U.N. Transitional Authority in Cambo- 
dia, senior U.N. diplomat Yasushi Akashi condemned recent cease-fire viola- 
tions, and said the United Nations would do what it must to defend the peace 
accord signed by Cambodia’s four rival factions. 

“We face a historic challenge,” Akashi said. “UNTAC will be the largest, 
most complicated, most ambitious and, I am afraid, most expensive operation 
in the 47-year history of the United Nations.” 

His arrival was marked by a brief ceremony at the airport attended by 
dozens of diplomats, representatives of the Cambodian factions and an honor 
guard of U.N. military officers. A parade of U.N. soldiers through Phnom 
Penh was planned for Monday. 

U.N. officials and soldiers began arriving in October after the Vietnamese- 
installed government and three rebel factions signed a peace agreement in 
Paris to end 18 years of civil war. A few thousand are now here and about 
22,000 soldiers, civilian police and other officials eventually are to come. 

The lightly armed U.N. military force is to disarm most of the 250,000 
fighters from all four factions and supervise the rest in special cantonments set 
up around the country. 

The peacekeepers are also to ensure all Vietnamese soldiers are out of the 
country. 


Y expert helps unearth Mayan sculpture 


SALT LAKE CITY — Archaeologists from UCLA and BYU working in 
Guatemala have unearthed the largest Mayan architectural sculpture ever 
discovered. 

The massive stone sculpture measures 34 feet wide and 16 feet high. It is 
covered with stucco and decorated with depictions of the Mayan god Principal 
Bird Deity. 

The work dates to about 300 B.C., a period some 200 years earlier than 
similar carvings, said Richard Hansen, a BYU graduate and director of a 
three-year UCLA research project at the ancient Mayan city of Nakbe, in 
northern Guatemala. 

BYU archaeologist Don Forsyth, a world expert on Mayan ceramics, also 
participated. 

Before Hansen’s discovery, archaeologists had not thought the very early 
Mayans capable of such a sophisticated architectural construction. The discov- 
ery also yields new information about Mayan culture. 


Amelia Earhart mystery possibly solved 


HOUSTON — An aircraft recovery group claims it has solved the mystery 
surrounding the disappearance of Amelia Earhart, who vanished in the Pacific 
55 years ago, by finding part of a plane, a newspaper reported Saturday. 

A team found the fuselage remnants in a search of the jungle on the remote 
South Pacific atoll of Nikumaroro, The Houston Post said. 

The fuselage segment and a size 9 shoe — Ms. Earhart’s size — were 
discovered during an October expedition, said Richard Gillespie, executive 
director of TIGHAR, the International Group for Historic Aircraft Recovery. 

Gillespie said they were sent to a National Transportation Safety Board 
expert for analysis, who verified them as Ms. EKarhart’s, the newspaper said. 

“We will present proof that the Earhart mystery has been solved,” he said. 
“It’s been a long, difficult, expensive project.” 

Ms. Harhart and her navigator, Fred Noonan, disappeared in their two-en- 
gine Lockheed 10-E Electra July 2, 1987 during a bid to become the first 
aviators to circle the Earth. 


Elder Anderson dies at 102 years old 


SALT LAKE CITY — Elder Joseph Anderson, emeritus General Author- 
ity of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and former secretary to 
the Church’s First Presidency, died Friday at age 102. 

Elder Anderson was the oldest man to ever serve as General Authority of 
the Church. 

Elder Anderson’s funeral will be held Tuesday at the Bonneville Stake 
Center at 1535 E. Bonneview Dr. 

After a long career as a private secretary to the First Presidency, Elder 
Anderson was called in 1970 to be an Assistant to the Council of Twelve 
Apostles. In 1976 he was named to the First Quorum of the Seventy and was 
given General Authority Emeritus status in 1978. 

Elder Anderson was born Nov. 20, 1889,-in Salt. Lake City.,He served aga ,; 
missionary for the Church in Switzerland and Germany from 1911 to 1914. On 
Noy. 11, 1915, he married: Norma Peterson in the Salt Lake fempile. She died J 
in 1985. 

Elder Anderson served as secretary to the First Presidency from 1923 to 
1972, serving under five presidents of the Church, from Heber J. Grant 
through Harold B. Lee. 

When speaking to students at BYU in 1987, he said those who wish to 
remain young at heart should develop positive attitudes.

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| Springville funds local crisis centers

Springville city administrators ap- 
proved an $8,300 donation of Utah 
Valley Consortium funds to aid 
county construction of crisis centers 
for women and children. 

Richard Manning, Springville city 
recorder, said Springville recently 
joined the Utah Valley Consortium 
program to assist low-income 
families. The program is designed to 
provide housing and shelter to low- 
income individuals, Manning said. 

Springville uses crisis centers in 
domestic situations, Manning said. 
Women and children who are taken 
from their homes in a crisis situation 
are usually taken to the crisis center

in Provo, he said. 

Springville is allotted approxi- 
mately $48,000 annually by the con- 
sortium for building and home reha- 
bilitation, Manning said. Federal 
funds are granted to the consortium 
by the Housing Urban Develop- 
ment Agency. The donation to 
county crisis centers will come from 
this budget, he said. 

Randall Jepperson, executive di- 
rector of the Utah Valley Consor- 
tium, said the consortium program 
was created to provide federal 
grants to cities who wish to assist 
low-income families. The Utah Val- 
ley Consortium is a chapter of the 
HOME project. Nine cities in Utah 
Valley have joined the consortium, 
Jepperson said.

Thomson said there are several de- 
partments at BYU that would wel- 
come more minorities to their depart- 
ments.

Out of a nursing faculty of 40, 
only two are male. 

Thomson said of the College of Ed- 
ucation, “The students would like 
more diversity,” because the faculty 
is primarily male and the students are 
predominately female. 

Ennis Layne, vice provost of fac- 
ulty affairs at the University of 
Southern California said, “We al- 
ready have a very diverse faculty.

Anyone interested in the adver- 
tised position can send a resume to 
the department, but only a select few 
are invited to the university for inter- 
views. 

At most universities, each specific 
department will form search commit- 
tees to fill vacancies. 

These committees invite top appli- 
cants to travel to their universities for 
aseries of interviews beginning at the 
departmental level and eventually 
reaching the academic vice president. 
Candidates are also invited to speak 
at guest lectures on campus. 

In addition to advertising in publi- 
cations, search committees often 
write to departments at other univer- 
sities asking for references of em- 
ployees who might be interested. 

Some universities even go interna- 
tional in their searches for candidates 
to fill vacancies. 

“At Harvard we look for the best in 
the world,” said Joseph McCarthy, 
assistant dean for academic planning 
in the faculty of arts and sciences. 


BYU differs from other universi- 
ties in its approval and interviewing 
process. 

When a candidate is chosen on the 
departmental level, his or her name is 
put on a preliminary clearance list 
which is sent to the Board of 
Trustees. 

If the Board approves the candi- 
date, he or she is invited to visit the 
campus. 

After a series of interviews at the 
departmental level, with the dean of 
the college and with the academic vice 
president, the candidate is inter- 
viewed by a general authority of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

As a general rule, universities will 
hire recently-graduated doctorates at 
an instructor or assistant professor 
level and rank those with more expe- 
rience at an associate professor or 
professor level.

Unrue said this helps students be 
better prepared for the work force 
when they leave the university set- 
ting. 

Superior research facilities are 
other reasons visiting and foreign 
professors come to U.S. universities, 
they said. Bratanic and Maslennikov 
said the library at Cornell was “fan- 
tastic.” 

Hlady said having equipment and 
expertise available to him was one of 
the greater benefits. 

Hlady said although he came froma 
large research institute, the opportu- 
nities for research are much greater 
here because of the facilities. 

Bratanie said being away from 
home has been very difficult for her, 
especially during the recent political 
problems that have taken place in her 
country. She said concern for her fam- 
ily has worried her. 

Bratanic said social life is very dif- 
ferent in the United States than it is 
in Croatia. Visiting or foreign profes- 
sors generally socialize with other 
visiting or foreign professors, she 
said. 

Unrue said visiting and foreign pro- 
fessors provide “very good insight as 
to how we are viewed in other coun- 
tries.”

The number of women profes- 
sors at BYU is expected to in- 
crease as a younger generation of 
women finish graduate school in 
their fields and go into teaching. 
But the transition is slow. 

Kimball Harper, professor of 
plant ecology at BYU, said, “De- 
spite all the pious talk, we still 
aren’t serving women very well. 
Over half of our majors are women 
and we still don’t have a female 
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faculty member.” 

Women have traditionally been the victims of a cul- 
tural bias in the botany and range sciences, Harper said. 
“Tt is only in the last 15 years that there has been an 
influx of women into the field sciences.” 

Bruce Miller, math professor at Michigan State Uni- 
versity, said their situation is about the same. “Women 
make up nearly half of the math major. We have a few 
excellent female faculty, but we should probably have 
more.” MSU has actively recruited women professors in 
the past by having recruitment seminars and mailings, 
Miller said. 

Theodore Weber, professor of social ethics at Emory 
University, said current professors are reflective of the 
class composition of the 1950s and it will take some time 
bere peace are reflective of the class composition 
of the 199! 

Harper suid the BYU Field and Range Science De- 


partment won’t have a faculty retirement until 1995, but 
predicted a woman will probably fill that slot. 

“There are enough women out there who have taken 
degrees at fine universities that I don’t think there will 
be a problem finding one that meets our requirements,” 
Harper said. 

“Right now, there are many more men than women 
[professors],” said Tad Bibb, registration secretary at 
Baylor University. “I think that will change as the com- 
position of students interested in the fields changes. For 
example, women have only recently begun declaring 
majors in science and engineering, but now women 
make up half of those majors at some schools. I think 
what will happen is that as those women finish their grad 
work, a lot of them are going to go into teaching. It’s an 
evolutionary process.’ 

BYU is probably not an exception to that theory, 
Nikki Wiscombe, secretary at the BYU mathematics 
laboratory, said. Wiscombe said in her experience, a lot 
of math majors go into teaching. 

Leri Dawn Smith, administrative assistant of mathe- 
matics at BYU, said one-fourth to one-third of BYU’s 
undergraduate math majors are women. “We don’t do 
anything to actively recruit them,” Smith said. 

Joseph Badaracco, lecturer in business administra- 
tion at Harvard, said BYU’s statistics are probably 
average. He said women’s groups have lobbied for more 
female faculty at Harvard since the 60s. “It was really an 
issue in the 70s. Women’s liberation groups said the 
university was prejudiced because there were so few 
women, but I think in actuality there were so few 
women lecturers hired because there were so few 
women who applied for the positions.”

Professors in colleges 
across the nation usually 
must have doctorates to even 

As make it past the first inter- 
e | view. 

Though practical experi- 
ence in their field is appreciated, professors must 
go through the same channels of the education pro- 
cess as their students. 

Those with substantial educations, such as doc- 
torates, are usually chosen over those who have 
spent years in a profession and have less education. 

“A Ph. D. is a ‘union card’ for professors. It’s 
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been that way here at BYU for at least 25 years. I 
don’t know of any professors in this department 
without their doctorate,” Lynn E. Garner, profes- 
sor of mathematics said. 

Karen Redfern, professor of English at James 
Madison University in Va., said, “At least in my 
field, a doctorate is essential to teaching at the 
university level.” 

“Most of our professors are also published au- 
thors, but to teach the tools of language, one must 
learn the tools first, presumably the place to learn 
is at college,” she said. 

Louis J. Chatterly, associate chair of mathemat- 
ics at BYU said a Ph.D. is required to teach for the 
students’ benefit. 

There are exceptions to the rule,however. The 
piece of paper is important, but some teach without 
it. 

William Affled, associate dean at the University 
of Illinois, said the Communication Department at 
U of I looks for professionals sometimes over 
Ph.D.s. 


“Ph. D.s are not required to teach in our commu- 
nications department. Practical knowledge in our 
writing class or graphics supersedes academic 
knowledge.” 

Certificates of scholastic achievement may mean 
more than applied knowledge in the field to the 
employers at universities, but not to most stu- 
dents. 

“Professional knowledge, what’s going on in the 
real world is what is important,” Mindy Probst, 22, 
a senior at BYU in elementary education from Salt 
Lake City, said. 

“Professors who have worked in the field are 
more helpful. They know what they are talking 
about,” Amy Markworth, 21, a junior in travel and 
tourism from Payson said. 

Dave Crook, a junior from Scotland said, “A 
balance of background is ideal. 

“T have a professor with a lot of academic experi- 
ence but no application of the knowledge he has.

Colleges adjusting to lift of retirement mandate

Many universities are deciding 
how to handle 
the national 
lift of manda- 
tory __ retire- 
ment policies. 

On” one 
hand, some 
administra- 
tors say aging 
faculty mem- 
bers often be- 
come stale in 
their teaching. On the other hand, 
some administrators say aging fac- 
ulty members have become the back- 
bones of their universities. 

William Perry, associate provost 
and dean of faculties at Texas Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical University, 
said the state of Texas has no manda- 
tory retirement age. “At research 
universities, the faculty remains ac- 
tive when they get older and are 
strong contributors throughout their 
entire careers.” 

Perry said he sees two benefits of 
maintaining older faculty. First, ag- 
ing faculty pass on the tradition and 
mission of the university and set ex- 
amples for the newer faculty. 

“The older faculty had to fight for 
academic freedom and tenure so they 
serve as excellent role models for the 
younger faculty,” Perry said. 

Second, older faculty members can 
make many significant contributions 
because they serve at their universi- 
ties for long terms. 

Perry said some teachers become 
less effective for several reasons such 
as inability or lack of desire to adjust 
ney technology and teaching meth- 
ods. 

However, Perry said he does not 
think a teacher’s effectiveness is re- 
lated to his or her age. 

Teachers must have the spirit of 
inquiry and the desire for knowledge 
to remain effective, Perry said. 
Teachers ask their students to learn 
and grow. “We can’t ask them to do 
anything we are not willing to do 
ourselves.” 

Additionally, “If we as teachers 
better ourselves, the students will 
get better,” Perry said. 

An administrator at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology said, “Many 
universities having the mandatory re- 
tirement age lifted will be encourag- 
ing their older faculty to retire so they 
can hire new faculty.” 

Charles Ball, News Office assistant 
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director at MIT, said MIT has a major 
concern with the lift on mandatory 
retirement. “The budget can only go 
so far,” he said. With senior faculty 
holding full-time paid positions, the 
school cannot hire young, invigorat- 
ing faculty. 

MIT is trying to contrive creative 
alternatives for meeting the needs of 
the aging faculty, the doctoral gradu- 
ates desiring to get hired, and the 
students. 

“One option is to keep the older 
faculty on as senior lecturers,”Ball 
said. Because a lecturer costs less to 
employ, the school could stretch fac- 
ulty dollars and hire some young fac- 
ulty.” 

Ball said by employing the older 
faculty as senior lecturers, their intel- 
lectual vigor would still be utilized 


and the school could hire the fresh, 
young Ph.D. graduates. 

At BYU, the average age of faculty 
members was 48 in fall semester 1990. 
Bruce Higley, director of Institu- 
tional Studies at BYU, said little 
change is likely to have occurred since 
then. “There are probably many 
schools that have encouraged retire- 
ment,” 

One student offered a possible rea- 
son for the encouragement. Julie Sa- 
lomonson, a 22-year-old advertising 
major from Portland, Ore., said 
“Some older teachers tend to get side- 
tracked onto irrelevant tangents and 
that seems to waste time.” 

She said some students are frus- 
trated because there are poor teach- 
ers in every department but they can- 
not be removed due to tenure. 
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University of California at Los An- 
geles is also lifting its retirement 
mandate, Vivian Lawrence, senior 
administrative analyst, said. 

UCLA’s retirement age is set at 70 
but will no longer be effective as of 
July 1, 1993. 

“Currently, the retired faculty can 
return on. .an, emeritus status,” 
Lawrence said, Last year, the univer- 
sity tried to implement a plan which 
required a 30-day wait before one 
could return as an emeritus.
